R ecep tio n in Hi* H o n o r a t th e C h am b er 
of C om m erce, 
S an F ra n c isc o , 
January 30lh. — The 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce were 
crowded to-day as they seldom if ever have 
been before, the occasion being the recep­ 
tion tendered to A dm iral Kimberly, wbo 
comm anded the American naval squad­ 
ron at Apia during the late trouble there. 
The reception was tendered by the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and preparations for 
the same have been under way ior some 
time past. 
In anticipation of the event the rooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce had been hand­ 
somely decorated with flags, bunting and 
streamers. 
The First Artillery Band, U. S. A., dis­ 
coursed appropriate music. 
At 2:30 o'clock the band struck up the 
well-known air of "Hail to the Chief," aDd 
soon after A dm iral Kimberly and bis staff 
entered the room and took up their posi­ 
tions with a num ber of m ilitary officers 
near the head of the room. 
Sjon after 
General Aliles anil his staff entered and 
halted on the opposite side of the stand. 
Amid the applause of the audience, General 
Miles and A dm iral Kimberly shook hands 
and then ex-Governor Perkins, the Presi­ 
dent of the Chamber, made the following 
address of welcome, which embodies the 
engrossed testimonial which was presented 
to the Admiral at the end of the speech: 
Rear-Admiral Lewis A. Kimberly, United States 
Nary: The Chamberof Commerce of San Fran­ 
cisco as representative ot American commercial 
interests ou the Pacific Ocean records with grat­ 
ification the honor of your presence here to-day. 
As this commercial organization was the first 
to call the attention ot our Government to m ili­ 
tary aggression in Samoa, it is proper that it 
should be the first to publicly express to you 
its thanks for your honorable and patriotic 
services iu connection therewith. During the 
trying scenes through which you have passed 
you have displayed the same characteristic 
qualities which adorned the character of your 
lormer Commander, the immortal Farraeut. 
You have added luster to the patriotic record of 
the United States navy, aud your name will for­ 
ever be honorably associated with the hiatorv 
o! the Pacific Islands. 
' 
It is not given to mankind to control the ele­ 
ments and no bravery or good Judgment iscom- 
l>etent to prevent disaster resulting Irom the fury 
of the hurricane.

What iniiuence we possess shall be used iu 
upholding the demand lor fleets worthy of 
such commanders as you have proven yourseli; 
ships worthy of bearing our ensign aud your 
Admiral’s flog; worthy of the immortal memory 
of Stewart, of Perry and of Farragut. 
We welcome you home again to the loved ones 
from whom you have been so long separated, 
and we wish you a long aud prosperous career 
in the service of our country. \\ herever duty 
may call you, afloat or ashore, you will be ac­ 
companied by the respect, adm iration aud 
esteem of your fellow-citizens. 
At the conclusion of President Perkins’ 
rem arks the engrossed copy of resolutions 
was presented to A dm iral Kimberly, and in 
response he. made tbefoUowing rem arks: 
Fellow citizens of the Chamber of Commerce and o 
San Francisco: 1 feel highly honored by the re­ 
ception tendered me, not fjrm yseit alone, but' 
for the service which I represent. The Cham­ 
ber of Commerce has a great duty to perform in 
developing the interests of the Pacific coast aud 
protecting the interests of our own country. It 
is not for ns to pay the great freights that we 
have hitherto done; what is expended in that 
way must be kept iu our own country.

I am ghtd tossy that modem ships 
of war have been built on the Pacific coast, and 
I am proud to have the honor of hoisting my 
flag upon the first ship of war bniit upon the 
Pacific. Gentlemen, 1 thank you lor the honor 
that has been bestowed upon me. 
Mr. Merry, ex-President of the Chamber, 
then spoke as follows : 
Fcllow-Ciliz ns: The Reception [Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce desires me to thank 
yon for yonr attendance here to day. Your pres­ 
ence here to-d-y enunciates the principles that 
the American people will always sustain him 
who sustains the American flag. The Onited 
s?tales may be wrong occasionally, but the errors 
are not errors of the heart. 
Mr. Merry then called for a few rem arks 
from General Miles. Upon being presented 
by Mr. P trkins, General Miles spoke as fol­ 
lows : 
Admiral Kimberly: I cordially join in bidding 
you welcome, and I assure you that the Ameri­ 
cans serving under the flag on this coast join 
with the citizens in welcoming you home to 
America, a home which is worthy oi a hero. I 
trust it will not be long when a commercial navy 
will be built up on this coast, which will give 
an outlet to the vast resources ot the valleys of 
our interior. 1 hope to see ships built on the 
Pacific coast ot America, manned by Americans 
and carrying the American flag. X am sorry to 
see ships owned by Americans that are not built 
in America, that are not manned by Americans, 
and that do not carry the American flag. I yet 
hope to sec fortifications erected to protect our 
navy and commerce. Duriog one hundred years 
we have made wonderful progress, and when 
we have men like the Admiral at the helm I 
have no ¡ears for the future. 
Captain Merry then 
proposed 
three 
cheers for the A dm iral and the American 
flag, which were given with a will, the 
the band meanwhile playing “A m erica.” 
The testimonial pire ented to A dm iral 
Kiruberlv is a handsome engrossed address, 
richly illum inated, aud in size 18x24 inches. 
A t the bottom of the parchm ent is a finely- 
executed American eagle, acting as a back­ 
ground for the seal of the Chamber of 
Commerce, representing the United States 
Government protecting the commerce of 
the Pacific Coast. 
Attached to the testi­ 
monial are the names of President George 
C. 
Perkins 
and Secretary 
Thomas j . 
Haynes, of the Chamberof Commerce, and 
also the names of the Reception Commit­ 
tee, consisting of C. L. Taylor, Oliver Kld- 
ridge, W illiam L. Merry, Jam es F .

Salorio 
Bros., of Ensenada, secured a concession 
for the pearl fisheries oi the Pacific Coast 
in Lower California, and with Chinese cap­ 
italists, mostiy of San Francisco, formed 
the Oo Y ik Pearl Fisheries Company. 
S. Z Sa’.orio went to San Francisco and 
leased the John Hancock for the company. 
Over five m onths ago she reached Ensenada 
without papers and flying the Chinese flag. 
There is no treaty between Mexico and 
China and the flag was not recognized. The 
company had to ' pay $1.000 tine to enter 
her. 
The owners of the vessel sent an­ 
other captain, N. Milton, from San F ran­ 
cisco. 
He and Salorio, the commander, 
sailed south w ith four Mexican divers, two 
Americans, two M exicans and two Chi­ 
nese. 
I hey secured two pear's, worth over 
$2,000 each, and valuable shells. 
The 
cargo was valued at 19,000 to 810,000. The 
vessel stopped off the San Jose end of the 
peninsula January Oth, to get more pro­ 
visions for the return. 
Salorio and two 
Mexicans went to the shore in the steam 
launch, which was followed by the other 
sailors, under the Captain’s order, and 
stolen while the men were absent. 
The Hancock then stood ten miles out to 
sea, and the four divers were sent to the 
land in a small row-boat at the peril of 
their lives. The schooner then disappeared. 
Salorio and his men took the Newbern for 
Ensenada, and he has arrived here on his 
way to San Francisco to demand the full 
value of the cargo and damage from the 
owners of the schooner.

A S plit R e p o rted In th e P re sb y te ria n

disruption of the Church." 
This was the 
statem ent m ade yesterday by a prom inent 
presbytheriun divine who lias taken part 
in the discussion. “Tbeqnestious involved 
go to the very foundation of the church, 
and the feeling is intense. 
“ We, who are in favor of a modification 
of the creed, blotting out predestination, 
references to the Catholic Church as anti­ 
christ, and the dam nation of non-Christian 
people, can certainly not rem ain in a 
church body which b“lieves in and holds 
to such outgrown, illogical and un-Christ­ 
ian doctrines. 
“ There are hundreds who believe as I do, 
and there are, of course, hundreds who 
bold to Galvanism pure, sim ple and cold. 
The final rupture wilt be postponed some 
time, but it m ast eventually come. If the 
Church decides to sustain the old creed and 
expec‘3 us to preach it, we have no other 
recourse than to withdraw. 
“Then congregations will probably fol­ 
low us, and this wili lead to the establish­ 
m ent either of a new church organization, 
perhaps Presbyterian in name, or else to 
the formation of hundreds of independent 
congregations all over the country. 
W hich- 
ever side wins will force the others to with­ 
draw. or to stultify themselves by preach­ 
ing what they do not believe, and certainly 
most preachers will not be hypocrites. 
“ Few preach these doctrines now, and 
all others are forced daily to explain away 
their existence in church books. 
We can 
stand the false position no loDger. This 
discussion means a revolution and prob­ 
able rebellion.”

A S chem e th a t O nce W as a S uccess Goes 
to th e W all. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , January 30ih.—The co- 
ooerative system of running stores for the 
osiei-stute purpoea of 
helping working 
classes has proved a failure, in unitaaeU 
phia, at least. 
The failure of probably the 
greatest enterprise of the kind ever at­ 
tempted in this country would indicate as 
much. 
It was started fifteen years ago by mil! 
hands ar.d other working people of K en­ 
sington, under the titie of The Philadel­ 
phia Industrial and Co-operative Society, 
limited. 
From paying a dividend of 9 
per cent, in 1883 the society has dropped 
down until w ithin the last few years not a 
cent of dividend has been declared, and 
from operating eight prosperous stores, the 
list ha- dwindled to a solitary grocery on 
Frankfort avenue. 
They are eeliing out as rapidly as possi­ 
ble, and the stock will not be renewed. 
President Sheppard estimates the liabilities 
of tbe socie'y at $38.000 and the assets at 
823,000, showing a deficiency of $10,000.

said he, and he threw open the door,

stepped in ; he sat down on the bed and 
pointed a gun at his left breast. 
T f you 
lav hands on me I will kill m yse't.’ 
You 
had better not do that,’ I said, "for the man 
you shot isn’t dead, and I don't think he 
will die.’ 
Then I sat down on a chair in 
front of him and pieaded with him not to 
commit suicide. All the tim e I was talk­ 
ing he kept the gun pointed at his breast. 
P art of the time it was half cocked. So 
strong was the pressure on the trigger I 
was every m inute afraid he would shoot 
himself. 
“ LieuteuantSuilivan cam ein w ith slam p 
in a m inute. 
Lieutenant W ellard stepped 
into the doorway and said som tbiug to the 
fellow. 
I watched him , and when he took 
his eyes off of m e and looked at W ellard a 
moment, I sp-ang at him and knocked his 
pistol away. 
’I wasn't going to kill m y­ 
self. anyhow ,’ he said coolly ;’ ‘I was just 
going to give up my goods when yon jum ped 
at m e.’ ”

on Friday, where he hail bee: ..- --Nbiy for 
several years. 
He said he was not a tough 
nor a blooJ-and-thunder dime novel hero. 
H e has relatives in Seattle.

He was b .ru in 
France, though brought to the United 
States when a baby. 
H e positively denied 
that he exchanged a num ber > f shots at 
the W hite House last night e.i h Deptny 
Sheriffs McDonald and Brooks. 
The latter

them.

A t the 
conclusion of tbe exam ination Judge Horn- 
blower took possession of the certificates, 
and 1 e says lm gave them to Mr. Gage, at 
the railroad officeon Fourth and Townsend 
streets. 
Mr. Gage denies that the stock was 
ever given to him .

P00H ECONOMY. 


Severe criticism has been indulged in by 
the San Francisco press of the uneconomic 
procedure of the postal authorities in the 
dispatch of the delayed mails for the 
Oregon and the north coast. So far as 
light has been shed upon the subject, the 
strictures appear to be justified. 
The 
Government authorities in charge of postal 
work on this coast wished to dispatch the 
mails by the regular passenger steamers 
from San Francisco. The price asked was 
£1 per sack. 
To this the Government ob­ 
jected, and tendered the steamship com­ 
pany half that sum, which it refused. The 
revenue steamer Rush was then loaded 
with the mail-bags and received orders to 
deliver them. 
The Rush is a notably slow 
boat, taking double the time between San 
Francisco and Portland that the passenger 
steamers consume. 
It is estimated, on 
what basis we are not informed, that the 
trip of the cutter will cost the Govern­ 
ment $1,000. 
The fee of the passenger 
steamer would have been, at the rate 
stated, $500. Assuming this to be the cor­ 
rect statement, the Government is loser 
f 1,000 by the transaction, to say nothing 
of the delay in the delivery, on account of 
the slowness of the cutter. 
It is stated 
that the sum paid to the American coast 
steam lines by the British Government for 
transportation of the English mail from 
Victoria to the north coast ports and San 
Francisco is $40 a bag. 
While we may 
not take this as a basis upon which to esti­ 
mate the fair compensation for carrying 
the delayed mail referred to, since the 
British Government is traditionally lib­ 
eral in its expenditure for mail-carrying by 
water, it is certainly justifiable to condemn 
the policy of our postal authorities who 
haggled between $1 a sack with speedy 
dispatch, and three times that cost with 
indifferent transportation as regards speedy 
delivery of the people’s mail matter. It 
will be charitable to assume that the au­ 
thorities at Washington were advised in 
this transaction by some local counselors, 
who are short-sighted and uneconomic to 
the extent of folly, else the dispatch of the 
Rush woukl Dot have been ordered. 
If 
this assumption is correct, the sooner the 
Postoflice Department changes its] local 
counselors tbe better. 


AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


The very interesting question, “what 
constitutes a quorum of the House, for 
the purposes of legislation,” has been 
raised in the House of Representatives, 
and has thrown that assemblage of law­ 
makers into a state of wild excitement, if 
we are to accept the graphic accounts of 
the telegraph. 
But it is a partisan agita, 
tion rather than one that will determine 
and settle the matter for all time as a 
cold legal question. The issue simply is 
whether when members decline to vote in 
sufficient number to prevent affirmative 
action, and the question of no quorum is 
raised, if the Speaker has, under the Con­ 
stitution and the rule of Parliamentary 
law, the power to order the Clerk to record 
as present the names of the members re­ 
maining, and thus ascertain that a quorum 
is in fact present, and so rule, construing 
silence as assent It is an involved ques­ 
tion, since there are rulings by good 
Parliamentarians, and actions by legis­ 
lative bodies in both the negative and the 
affirmative. 
We are not proposing to now 
debate the matter. 
For that there is 
ample time, and it demands reflection and 
examination. 
But it is timely to com­ 
ment upon the misfortune it is to the 
country to have so important an issue de­ 
bated and decided from a partisan stand­ 
point. 
It is a case of constitutional con­ 
struction tbat should not involve party 
politics in any manner whatever. Yeti 
from the manner in which the debate 
opened in the House on Wednesday, it is 
e'ear the Republicans and the Democrats 
divided on the question on party lines, and 
with the apparent disregard for the law 
of the case, if we except only the remarks 
of three or four of the members. 
Still, 
even in those cases their personal views 
were singularly in accord with the parti­ 
san division of the liody of the House. 
It 
is not a new question, but is an unsettled 
one, and one of such pre-eminent import­ 
ance that it ought to command the offices 
of the best legal ability and highest states­ 
manship, and be set at rest, if in no other 
way, by a constitutional construction by 
the highest tribunal of the land. 
Indeed 
the importance of the issue is such that it 
may well engage consideration of the wis­ 
dom of amending the Constitution for the 
undeniable reason, that so long as it is 
unsettled, it puts the country in peril of 
domination, so far as the ruling of a con- ¡ 
gressional presiding officer can do so, by I 
vicious influences for bad purposes, and j 
makes it possible for partisan rancor to i 
swallow up or to give color to all legisla- ! 
tion.

VICTORY! 


The Great Sr.ow Blockade is Broken 


at Last. 


DELATED TRAINS X0W MOVING. 


T h e M ai! H a s A lre a d y A r r iv e d —N ow 


fo r th e B lo c k a d e o n th e 


S h a s ta R o u t e ! 


The railroad is at last victorious. 
The great snow-blockade, which for six­ 
teen days has absolutely stopped all travel 
over the Sierras, has been broken, and 
trains are now speeding over the rails 
which were buried deep beneath the snow. 
T h e snow -storm w hich set in on W ednes­ 
day did n o t reach such a degree of severity 
as to u ndo th e w ork of a fortnight, as was 
feared, an d th e arm y of shovelers and snow ­ 
plow s easily fought off this last attack of 
th e snow-kiDg. 
The banks which had drifted over the 
track between T unnel 13 and Truckee were 
disposed of early yesterday morning, and 
the special train bearing Division Super­ 
intendent W right, Track Superintendent 
Curtis and others sped down from the tun­ 
nel to Truckee. The ice bad been broken 
from the rails throughout the blockaded 
district, and before noon word was re­ 
ceived from all points that everything was 
clear. 
This was w hat the railroad people had 
long been waiting for, but they lost little 
tim e in congratulating themselves on tbe 
victory they had achieved. 
Quick as a flash orders went over the 
wires to move the delayed W est-bound 
trains—and they moved. 
Toe first train, which was made up of all 
of tbe delayed m ail, consisting of six car­ 
loads, steamed out of Truckee at 2:05 o’clock 
in tbe afternoon, beaded by five locomo­ 
tives, and westward was its course. 
The second train started out about an 
hour later. 
This consisted really of two 
trains—those which were due in this city 
on the afternoon of the 16th and the m orn­ 
ing of the 17th instants—both having been 
combined at Truckee. The train was made 
up of two sleepers, two emigrant cars, one 
coach and oue sm oking car. 
Then word was sent to Reno start the 
trains there, and similar orders went to 
Wadsworth, where there were more de­ 
layed trains. There were six in all at these 
two places. 
At midnight the entire eight delayed 
trains were strung out over the road be­ 
tween this city and Reno, forming quite a 
respectable procession. 
The mail train arrived in this city shortly 
after 1 o'clock this morning. Five hun­ 
dred sacks of m ail m atter were unloaded 
at the depot and turned over to Postmaster 
Stephens to be distributed in this city and 
imm ediate vicinity. 
Tbe other trains will pass through this 
city about an hour apart during 
this 
morning. 
Now that the great Sierra embargo is in 
all probability a thing of the past—unless 
another storm re-establishes it—attention 
will be directed more seriously to the situ­ 
ation on the Shasta division. Matters on 
this route are in every bit as bad, if not a 
worse, condition, than they were on “tbe 
hill,” w ith the one fortunate exception 
that there are no snow-bound passenger 
trains to look after. The road has suffered 
severely from snow and landslides for 
m any m iles. The storm s which brought 
about this condition are absolutely un­ 
precedented, and it is still storm ing at 
various points along the line. It will re ­ 
quire fully a week, even w ith good weather, 
to break tbe blockade on this division. 


W E L L -F E D FASSENGERS. 


A F ew D ru m m ers K icking, b u t tlie O th ers 
a re Satisfied. 
Owing to the unsteadiness of the tele­ 
graph wires the press dispatches from the 
scene of the great snow-blockade have 
nearly all been delayed in reaching this 
city and other points. Particularly has this 
been the case w ith dispatches from Truckee 
during the past two days, There is but one 
wire between this city and Truckee, and it 
has to do service both for the railroad and 
the Western Union, in consequence it has 
been kept “hot” incessantly w ith railroad 
business. 
The following dispatch was received yes­ 
terday m orning from the R ecobd-Ukion 
special reporter now at Truckee, but it ar­ 
rived too late for publication in yesterday’s 
paper: 
T ruckee, January 29tb.—Tbe breaking 
of the rotary at Cascade yesterday proved 
unfortunate on accountof the delay caused. 
In its place 200 shovelers were set to work 
at once on the rem aining 300 feet of the 
blockade, working until 3 o’clock this 
morning, when a cheer went up announc­ 
ing that the read on the west slope was free 
from snow. 
A t daylight another force was pot to 
work, hanging and widening track. 
At 9:45 A. m. work was completed suffi­ 
ciently to allow W. G. Curtis private car 
to pass through to the Sum m it. Four re­ 
porters were on board, too. 
On the car 
were J . B. W right, A rthur Brown, A. 
W orthington and C. Comstock. 
After a stop of a few m inutes the car pro­ 
ceeded to Tunnel 13, seven miles west of 
Truckee. 
The road between Truckc-e and Tunnel 
13 was open until Monday, when (he rain 
turned the drift-snow on the tracks into 
ice, and again blocked about two miles. A 
large force came up from Cascade to work 
on the west end, while on the east end 300 
men are working. 
Y our reporter arrived at Truckee at 3 
o’clock and proceeding to the office of the 
Truckee licpublican, handed the editor a 
paper of January 28th. Both the reporter 
and paper were welcome. 
The latter was 
the first seen there for fourteen days. 
C. F. McGlashan, upon receiving a copy, 
said it was a God-send and would set ilie 
passengers on the train wild with joy. 
I interviewed a large num ber of the 
passengers as to the situation and found 
that the growlers were almost exclusively 
drum m ers with spring goods below cost. 
W. H . H . Fellows of Placerville, form­ 
erly m anager of the Weekly Observer, said: 
''T his is the fourteenth day and, of 
course, it is tiresome to be penned up so 
long, but growling will not help the situa­ 
tion. Twenty-seven years ago I was a 
soldier and took lessons in patience. It 
comes very handy now. The railroad peo­ 
ple have m ade our condition as pleas­ 
ant as possible. 
Meals 
are 
provided 
free. W e have no fault to find with the 
company. I am satisfied that every effort 
is being made to get us out. I have been 
East on a visit and am now bnnnd for 
Placerville. 
We have a few growlers on 
board the train, of course.” 
E. P. Robertson is also here w ith his 
wife and children. The iong delay is get­ 
ting the children restless, but the' parents 
are patiently waiting for the end. They 
hope it will come soon. They say that it 
was not possible to receive more attention 
from the railroad officials lhan they have 
received. The m eats and food are very 
good. They say they would rather go 
ahead than be detained at the expense of 
the company. 
They have no fault to find 
with anythiDg but the delay. 
W. H . Shcrtelie, of Bays City. Kansas, 
said : “ During the blockade we have got 
along splendidly. We have received the 
best of treatm ent from the railroad men. 
W e get lots to eat and the company pays 
for it. W e have a few passengers ready 'to 
do some kicking,, but I don’t think they 
belong to that class that makes worlds or 
moves m ountains. W hy, if you could 
only hear some of them talk you would 
th in k they held the universe in the palms 
of their hands. I am willing to adm it that 
they can do m any things, bu: I have yet to 
see the one who coaid successfully buck 
against the elements and get away with 
the job. 
You see, I am from Kansas, 
where we have cyclones, and I know what 
it is to have the power of the elements 
turned loose. I am ¡r raying right aior.g, 
ami den t want the shovelers to step.” 
> 
J. E Frozier, of Calhoun, Neb , Slid : 
¡ 
“If you are a reporter, I wouid like to ' 


know when I am going to get out. 
I 
thought we would leave here a week ago, 
but we're still here. We have no fault to 
find w ith the company, and none on our 
train finds fault except those New York 
drum m ers. 
It’s hell ou them . 
Y'ou see, 
they are losing money on their goods, 
T hat is where their kick is coming. I would 
like to see sim e of those fellows trying to 
run a m ountain of snow and a railroad. 
W hy, man. they wouid find fault with the 
most trivial m atter. The railroad company 
has taken good care of me. Therefore I 
have no fault to find with the delay. I am 
confident that every elf jrt possible is being 
made to get us out of this terrible blockade. 
I am accustomed to heavy falls of snow, 
and have some idea of what the railroad 
people have to contend w ith.” 
S. Ovama, a commissioner of the Japan­ 
ese Government, sent to the United States 
to exam ine into the Bureau of Printing 
and Eugraving at W ashington, who is on 
his way home, takes his position philo­ 
sophically. H e says, though, that he is 
very tired and wants to get hack to Japan. 
Has no complaint lo make against the 
company, and is satisfied that nothing is 
being left nndone by the owners of tbe 
road. 
. 
Mrs. J. R. Brendell said she would like 
to get hold of the author of “Beautiful 
Snow,” and thought she would make short 
work of him . 
“I have had all the snow I 
want,” she said, “you see it is hard on us 
ladies to be deprived of tbe conveniences 
we are accustomed to. I don’t see any 
other way than to make the best of the sit­ 
uation. The railroad folks have done all 
they could for us. W e have plenty to eat, 
and have no complaints to m ale. Our 
meals are furnished free. I think it is real 
kind of them . Of course, I can get along 
w ithout their assistance, but some of the 
passengers could not. They appreciate the 
attention given.” 
W . C. Chalcroft, of Detroit, Mich., said: 
“This is fearful. I do not see that anyone 
is to blame, and I am satisfied that the 
railroad people will get us out as soon as 
possible. If they don't, they will have a 
good board bill to pay. Our food is good, 
and we get all we want to eat free. There­ 
fore, there is no fault to find except on ac­ 
count of delay.” 
Peter Reed of Salt Lake City rem arked 
to the reporter: 
"You bet I am getting along splendidly. 
I know snow-storms are tough, and I am 
not prepared tocondem ntherailroadpeople 
until I am satisfied that they are keeping 
us here for the pleasure of giving us free 
board.” 
W hen asked if the food was good 
and wholesome, Mr. Reed replied: 
“It 
suits me beautifully, for the reason that I 
was not born with a silver spoon in my 
m outh. I give the railroad due credit for 
what they are doing for us passengers. 
I 
would like to get out of this blockade soon, 
for it is becoming monotonous. Good things 
that last too long make one very weary.” 
W . Bonlden of Virginia City, J. B. 
Arrombe of San Francisco, D. W. Rulison 
of Reno. George Dougbertv of W inne- 
mucca, Frank C. Everett of Wells, Nev., K. 
Everett and others all spoke in a m anner 
indicating that they had been well treated. 


AX 
T R U C K E E . 


P assen g ers an d C itizens In d ig n a n t O ver 
S landerous “ C hronicle" R ep o rts. 
From the Record-Union Special Correspondent. 
T ruckee, January 30th.—The charge of 
severe treatm ent of passengers at this point 
by the railroad company, as sent to the 
Chronicle by a self-constituted committee, 
signing themselves McDonald, Levy and 
Hogan, is m eeting w ith severe condemna­ 
tion from the citizens here and all con­ 
versant with the facts. 
The statem ent that passengers were w ith­ 
out food and were refused food, is false in 
every particular. So is alm ost every other 
charge made. 
On the day of the arrival of the snow­ 
bound train, Superintendent W hitehead, of 
the Truckee Division, supplied every m an, 
woman and child on the train, who r e ­ 
quired assistance, with meals at the leading 
hotel free of charge. 
The next day Super 
intendent W right wired the agent to pro­ 
vide for all, regardless of cost, requiring 
aid. 
The girl said to have been starved for 
two days, was taken charge of on the first 
day, and ever since, by Conductor Trembly. 
The next charge, that not 
a 
single 
officer 
has 
visited 
the 
train, 
will 
be disposed of as follows : Superintendent 
W hitehead has gone through the train a 
nnm ber of times distributing the papers 
brought by him from Reuo. The con 
ductor and brakem an were there at all 
hours of the day, and the porters con­ 
stantly. The facts concerning the Pullm an 
car passengers are as follows : 
Eight passengers who were transferred 
to another car did not like their berths 
W hitehead gave his own room at the hotel 
to E. W oodruff, wife and child, aud then 
provided for three more in the drawing­ 
room. The rem aining two were given 
berths, which were accepted w ithout com 
plaint. Before the transfer of the passen 
gers to the other car each were offered by 
and accepted from the railroad company 
drawback checks, entitling them to a re 
bate on accommodations in the other car. 
The charge that the sanitary condition 
of the cars was bad is untrue. The state 
m ent that a lady died w ith diphtheria, and 
that others had since been taken w ith the 
disease in different parts of the train, has 
not the remotest grain of truth. 
The doctors are not agreed opon the 
causes which led to the death of the un­ 
fortunate lady who died at the hotel some 
days ago. There has not been a single 
case of diphtheria on board either train, 
and the report of an epidemic has no 
foundation whatever. 
This m orning your reporter went through 
the entire train and found a large majority 
of the passengers rem arkably happy and 
contented, takiDg their surroundings into 
consideration. There was not the least 
evidence of suffering, and none since the 
blockade. 
The statem ent published on the same 
date (January 28th) in the San Francisco 
Chronicle, which was sent from Reno, that 
two 
carloads of provisions had been 
shipped from the latter place for starving 
Truckee passengers, has been denied by 
every m erchant and passenger in the town. 
Eggs are the only thiDg they are out of, 
while sugar is beginning to get scarce. 
All other supplies ere abundant. 
W hen your reporter showed the passen­ 
gers and citizens the article referred to 
they concluded that the boss of seusa- 
itonal liars had got his work in well. 


T H E SNOW -SHEDS. 


A rth u r B row n D eclares T hey W ere N ever 
S tro n g e r N or in B e tte r C ondition. 
T ruckee, January 30th.—A rthur Brown, 
Superintendent and Engineer of Bridges 
and Buildings for the Southern Pacific 
Company, when asked by the R ecord- 
U nion representative this evening if there 
was any truth in the statem ent published 
in certain San Francisco papers tbat the 
snow sheds, on account of the weight of 
snow on tbciu, were unsafe and in. a dan­ 
gerous condition, replied : 
“Tbe dispatch conveying that informa­ 
tion to the public was sent from Reno, 
thir:y-five milc3 from the cast end of the 
snow-shed system, and therefore came from 
someone who was absolutely ignorant of 
the situation and does not know what he is 
talking about. 
I hope,” said Mr. Brown, 
“yon will relieve the public m ind in th at 
m atter. The snow shed3 were never in bet­ 
ter condition or stronger than they are at 
the present time. 
“It may not bo known to tbe general 
public that I began building this snow- 
shed system across the m ountains twenty 
years ago. 
D aring all this tim e I have 
kept watch over them , and have just con­ 
cluded a personal inspection. No evidence 
of weakness could be found anywhere. 
I 
may add, in this connection, that before 
winter set in a large force of men, under 
the direction of my ablest assistants, went 
over the entire line, as they do frequently, 
for the purpose of finding the weak spots, 
if any, end m aking ail repairs required. 
Part tf that force have remained or. the 
hill ever since, not as a m atter of necessity, 
but as a precaution, so that if any trouble ' 


should occur we would have men on the ■ 
ground equal to any emergency that m ight 
arise.” 
Said Mr. Brown : 
“ In the early days of 
snow-shed building 
we did not know 
w hat we wanted. 
Other roads did not 
use sheds, so we had no precedent to go 
by, but had to establish one for ourselves. 
Our first sheds were built with peaked 
roofs. 
We soon discovered that they were 
not what we wanted, as the snow would 
drift on the side and throw the sheds out 
of line. This was our first experim ent in 
shed-building. We have kept at work, 
and to day we have the most complete 
and safest system to be found, although 
at great cost. The fiat roof has taken the 
place of the old style. This, with m any 
other changes in the m anner of building, 
has m ade them formidable, as far as any 
snowfall is concerned. 
We have not, dur­ 
ing this entire storm, lost a foot ot shed 
from the pressure of snow.” 


VICTORY AT LAST. 


D etails o f tlie F in a l G rand S truggle W ith 
th e Snow K ing. 
[From the Recobd-Unjon’s special correspond­ 
ents.] 
T ruckee, January 30th.— All oi last 
night the battle continued on the m ount­ 
ains along the entire snow belt portion. 
The snowfall and heavy wind which set 
in yesterday afternoon, and raged until this 
morning, alm ost made the strongest hearts 
feel as if the two long weeks of warfare 
against the elements would end in defeat. 
Almost the entire force on the hill was on 
duty all night, for the purpose of making 
a final effort to keep the track in coudition 
for moving the trains to-day. 
At 1 o’clock this m orning the General 
Superintendent telegraphed Assistant Gen­ 
eral Manager Curtis, asking him it it would 
not be best on accountof the seemingim- 
possibillty to clear the road, to send all 
west-bound 
passengers back East, and 
bring them aronnd by the southern route. 
Mr. Curtis sat down to reply, wrote a few 
lines, dropped his pencil, and sat as it in 
deep thought. The situation was a perplex­ 
ing one. 
H e arose from his chair, walked 
out ol the car on to the platform to take a 
last view of the situation before taking 
final action. 
Nothing more discouraging 
could be 
contemplated. 
The dispatches received 
from all points along the line were enough 
to crush the strongest heart. A foot of 
snow had fallen at Cascade and other 
points had suffered equally as bad. 
Mr. Curtis returned to hisdeskand wired 
the General Superintendent that he would 
not give up the battle, but would m ake an­ 
other effort to keep the road clear and íaise 
the blockade between Truckee and Tunnel 
13. 
New energy and efforts were born for the 
final onslanght. 
Success came and at 12 o’clock to-day 
the blockade was raised. 
The road is open 
its entire length. 
Curtis and W right at once left Tunnel 13 
for Truckee. Orders were at once issued 
for the seven west-bound trains to be sent 
forward at once. 
The fiist was a mail 
train of five cars, nextfollowed the Truckee 
snowbound passenger train. 
A t 4:35 P. M. when the train left a large 
num ber of people were present, and gave 
the passengers three rousing cheers, which 
were returned by the passengers. 
Then followed the trains from Reno, 
which left Truckee at 8:15 end 9 o’clock 
this evening. Four more trains from Reno 
will pas3 through Truckee before 1 a. m. 
There is still one more snow-bound train 
to come in from W innem ucca which is ex­ 
pected by 2 a. M. 
This latter makes the 
last of the blockaded trains. 
Eight trains are now on the way to Sac­ 
ramento, containing 59 cars of passengers. 


GIG A N TIC W O R K . 


Som e of ilie D ifficulties E n co u n tered in 
R aising tlie B lockade. 
[Record-Union’s Special Correspondent.] 
T ruckee, January 30th.—W. G. Curtis, 
Assistant General Manager of the Southern 
Pacific system, gives the following state­ 
m ent concerning the blockade on the road : 
The snow-storm on the Sierra Nevadas, 
blockading the Central Pacific line, was, on 
the higher portion of tbe mountains, as 
heavy as during the season when the road 
was under construction, and on the lower 
m ountain flanks heavier than ever before 
know n in the history of California. 
Superintendent W right is at theSum m it 
directing the trains from that point, while 
Curtis is here in Truckee. 
Superintendent 
W hitehead, 
of 
tbe 
Truckee division, is also here, directing the 
movements of his trains between here and 
Reno. No railroad officials ever worked 
harder or w ith m ore determ ination than 
they have. 
The efforts of the railroad m anagers to 
reopen the line of traffic have been inces­ 
sant and untiring. 
Every suggestion born of previous expe­ 
rience and every expedient suggested by 
the existing emergency, have been used. 
At the commencement of the storm tbe 
snow plows, extra men and boarding camps 
were stationed along the line and other 
extraordinary precautions taken, in view 
of the heavy snowfall in the tarlv part cf 
the winter. 
Through misapprehension of the facts 
the Division Superintendent of the com­ 
pany at Sacramento aud the general officers 
at San Francisco have been more or less 
unjustly criticised by passengers, delayed 
and greatly inconvenienced Wy the inter­ 
ruption of traffic, and by some newspaper 
correspondents, and the suspicion was cre­ 
ated that while the railway management, 
regardless of the expense involved in send­ 
ing large forces of men into the snow belt, 
these forces were not weil organized and 
directed. 
A special correspondent of the R ecord- 
U nion having been on the ground since 
the commencement of the blockade and 
buying thoroughly investigated into these 
questions, finds that tbe extra snow shov­ 
elers were merely reinforcements to the 
regular forces, and im m ediately on their 
arrival at the seence of action came under 
the direction of the Company’s experienced 
roadmasters and superintendents of snow 
sheds. 
Those division officers stationed at differ­ 
ent points within the snow line, extending 
from Colfax eastward over the m ountains 
and covering a distance of over seventy 
miles, were in constant telegraphic com­ 
munication with the general officers of the 
company, through the Division Superin­ 
tendent at Sacramento, and the work of 
raising the blockade was directed from and 
through the Division office at Sacramento. 
According to the various reports received 
from subordinate officers on the ground, 
and while some of tbe work done may 
have appeared incomprehensible to the de­ 
layed passengers and others imprisoned in 
the snow and consequently not fully in­ 
formed, every order given was thoroughly 
and wisely considered. 
Considering the great extent of track ob­ 
structed by snow, tbe work could not at the 
beginning have been directed in any other 
way. 
The m om ent the blockaded section was 
narrowed down so as to permit the concen­ 
tration of forces, the Division Superintend­ 
ent and some of the general officers of the 
company appeared on tbe ground to sup­ 
port and encourage the officers and men 
who were nearly worn out by th tir long 
and energetic battle with the snow. 


A ll in L ine. 
Colfax, January 30th.—The blockade is 
completely broken at last, and the delayed 
west-bound trains are speeding westward. 
The first of these carries nearly all the de­ 
layed mail, and amounts to s;x carloads. 
This train arrived here at 9:55 this evening 
It was discovered tbat one of tbe wheels of 
the rear car was cracked aud there was an 
hour's delav while a new one was being 
substituted! Tbe train left here at 10:50, 
and will reach Sacramento before 2 o c’.ock. 
The other seven trains are following in 
rapid succession, and will all reach Sacra­ 
m ento daring the morniDg. 
The second train consists of two sleepers, 
two em igrant cars, one coach and one 
smoker. 
The third, seven sleepers. 
The fourth, five sleepers. 
Tbe fifth, 
six em igrants and 
three 
coaches. 
The sixth, seven coaches. 
The seventh, one coach, four baggage, 
one car of eggs and one car of steps. 
The eighth, three mail cars and three 
express. 
H ap p y D eliverance. 
R eno January 30:h.—The blockade was 
raised at 12 o’clock. The papengers are 
being taken west now. There is m nch re­ 
joicing, and general good feeling prevails. 
The passengers were cheered lustily and 
firecrackers and Chinese bomb3 were fired 
as the train pulled out. 
W adsworth, January 30th—The first 
train left Reno at 1:34 r m. to-day. The 
others will follow immediately. A ll will 
go straight through. 
T h e C h ild ren C ry F o r It. 
TnrcKEK. January 30th.—As a prcof of

F ro m G old R un. 
Gold R un, January 30th.—It commenced 
raining here yesterday about 4 p. m. and 
continued until 3 a. m. to-day. There are 
some signs of the clouds breaking away 
now. The wind is still south and the indi­ 
cations are for more storm . There is some 
probability of clearing the passenger trains 
to-day. 


T H E OREGON RO A D . 


L a te st from th e S ituation iu tlie M oun­ 
ta in s o f Siskiyou. 
D elta, January 30th.—Y'our correspond­ 
ent left Kennet on foot this m orning and 
started up the road to where the work- 
train w ith 100 m en were busy clearing 
away the im m ense slide which had rolled 
down from the m ountain side on to the 
track. After walking about a mile and a 
half the (rain was reached, and in about a 
half hour afterwards the m ud was shoveled 
from the track, and the train, which was 
drawn by two engines—one having a pilot 
plow—proceeded up to w ithin a m ile above 
Morlev station, where the next slide was 
encountered. 
A mass of rock and adobe had slid from 
the side of the cut, over 100 feet high, and 
in the center of this mass was the hugh 
stum p and root of an oak tree, so large that 
the men could not move it, but by the use 
of chains and ropes the engines succeeded 
in removing the obstruction and roiling it 
down into the river. 
The men then went to work with shovels, 
but in a short tim e were called to dinner. 
It was an am using sight to see the work­ 
men drop their tools aud rush pell-mell 
back to where the cars were in which the 
tables were spread. 
Y'our correspondeBt 
was invited to dinner, and enjoyed a sub­ 
stantial meal. 
After dinner the men again went to 
work, and by 4 o’clock all the debris was 
shoveled from the track and the train pro­ 
ceeded upward above Elm ire. Men were 
found repairing the tunnel, which is 1,9S0 
feet in length, and this occasioned a stop 
of over half an hour. 
A start was again made, and nothing 
more impeded progress until the train 
reached a point about a mile from Delta. 
Here a rock was struck on the track before 
the engineer could see it in tim e to stop, 
and the result was that the air-brake was 
put on so quickly in both engines that the 
train was broken in two. 
A num ber of men on two flat-cars which 
were being pushed ahead of the front en­ 
gine were tumbled over one another, but 
no serious accident occurred. 
A t 5:45 this evening 
the w ork-train 
reached Delta, and the crew will remain 
here over night. There are said to be but 
two slides between here and D nnsm uir 
and the train will probably reach that place 
to-morrow night. 
The snow at this place has reached a 
depth of about two feet, and tbe Hills all 
the way up from K ennet arc spotted with 
the beautiful. Y our correspondent will re­ 
m ain here over night. 
I had tbe good fortune to-night to meet 
C. G. W hite of Redding, who has just ar­ 
rived here from Dunsm uir, having footed 
it all the way, a distance of twentv-six 
miles. Mr. W hite made the trip from 
Sisson to D unsm uir on snow-shoes, and 
started from the latter place this m orning 
for here, where he arrived late this even­ 
ing. 
Upon being questioned by your reporter 
Mr. W hite stated that between this place 
and D unsm uir there are over a dozen land­ 
slides. Most of these are small, but a large 
slide has occurred about three miles south 
of Sims Station, covering the track for a 
distance of forty feet, and in some places 
reached a depth of twenty feet. 
A work train aud crew of 100 men are 
m aking their way to this place, and at last 
accounts had reached the large slide just 
m entioned.- W hen Mr. W hite reached 
Sims, in the afternoon to-day, the plow 
was found working its way down, but 
there will be little occasion for it to come 
below Sims, as the snow on the track is of 
no consequence. 
Mr. W hite learned before leaving Dnns­ 
m uir that Mr. Pratt, Assistant Superin­ 
tendent of the railroad, was about three 
miles above that place and pushing north. 
Slides, however, had occurred in front and 
to the rear of his train, and shovelers were 
at work removing the obstructions. 
The weather has been cloudy here all 
day, but it is clear to night. 


T lie S torm E ases Up. 
R edding, January 30th. — Light rain- 
showers are falling to-night, but there is 
no wind, nor does it indirate a heavy 
storm . Train 15 went south at 7:45 to-night. 
The local was on time. The special to-day 
went to Morlev, and will go up again to­ 
morrow. It is expected to get the road clear 
to Delta in a day or two if there is no 
further storm. 
A t D unsm uir. 
D unsm uir. January 30tb.—To-night it is 
showery. The tem perature is 36°. The 
plow which has been m aking weekly trips 
between here and Mott, is now partly 
buried on a side track on the side of the 
m ountain, six miles north. The drivers of 
the two engines are off the track, but with 
good luck it may yet reach Mott on time. 
The situation south is improving. The 
tops of many of the cars are broken by the 
weight of the snow. 
P ro g ress o f tlie Snow -PIow . 
M ott, January 39th.—The weather is 
threatening. 
It snowed at intervals to-(lay. 
Y'esterday’s rain packed the snow to such 
an extent that R . H . P ratt’s snow-plow, 
coming north, is not working more than 
five miles per day, with thirty miles of road 
yet to clear. 
Numerous land slides of large 
dimensions are reported between Redding 
and this place, which will require several 
days' work to remove. It will probably be 
a week before the road is open. 
I t is Slow W ork. 
D elta, January 30th.—The rain of the 
past forty-eight liours cleared the track of 
its snow at this point, and the prospects are 
that the train south will reach here to­ 
night. 
It is reported that the gang ot men 
from Dunsm uir, who are working south, 
will reach Sims to-night; bnt as there are 
two big land-slides betwen here and Sims, 
it will b eat least twenty-four hours longer 
before the trains can reach Dunsmuir. 
S hovelers Q uit W ork, 
Sisson, January 30th.—There ba3 been 
no snow here to-day but it is cloudy and 
storm ing in the m ountains. The expected 
plows failed to arrive. Some very heavy 
work is yet to be done in the canyon below 
Mott, where there are several large slides. 
The force of men is light there, as over one- 
third of the 150 have quit.

Concerning the 
suggestion in last Sunday’s issue, for using 
coal-tar and gravel as a concrete base for 
streets, nothing is said of the m anner of 
preparing it, and perhaps a few words in 
th at direction m ay be acceptable. Coal-tar, 
as it comes from the gas works, is not ad­ 
hesive to any great extent. It is some­ 
w hat penetrating, but even that property 
disappears rapidly under evaporation, like 
coal oil applied to w ood; it has no lasting 
properties if left exposed to the atm os' 
phere. 
By cooking or boiling its penetrating 
properties become less, but its adhesiveness 
is greatly increased. W ithout the neces­ 
sary am ount of cooking, you cannot m ake 
it harden by the addition of any am ount of 
sand, ashes or other m atter. There m ust 
be an evaporation of the oils and volatile 
properties before it will harden. 
These properties are got rid of quickest 
by cooking 
W hen cooked or boiled suffi­ 
ciently it is not necessary to add sand or 
ashes to m ake it harden, no more than it is 
to put som ething into m aple syrup to 
m ake it harden into sugar. Coal tar can 
be cooked into aDy degree of crystalliza­ 
tion. 
W hen the oils have thus"been ex­ 
tracted its adhesiveness has greatly in ­ 
creased, and by adding stone or gravel you 
can have a concrete which, when cold, is 
very hard. 
In this m anner it becomes 
useful. 
Everybody knows that hundreds of miles 
of sidewalk have been laid in this State of 
this concrete, with one very im portant ex­ 
ception in the m anner of preparation. As- 
pkaltum , which is the residuum of what is 
called by some naphtha tar, after the oils 
have been extracted, either by distillation 
or evaporation, has m uch more adhesive­ 
ness than coal tar in any condition ; it is 
also a heavier substance, more durable, and 
less easily destroyed by water or evapora­ 
tion. Hence, in all sidewalks of this kind 
aspbaltum was the principal ingredient, 
only a sm all proportion of coal tar being 
used, m erely to hasten the process of liqui­ 
fying the aspbaltum , which in its m arket­ 
able state is quite hard, the oils having 
evaporated during the long period since 
its outflow in the form of napbtba tar, or 
heavy-grade 
petroleum . 
Consequently 
these sidewalks were called aspbaltum 
sidewalks. 
“Santa Cruz bitum inous rock" is formed 
by the overflowing of naphtha-tar springs, 
w hich has saturated large bodies of sand 
and gravel, and 
hardened as the oils 
evaporated. Its practicability for pavem ent 
was not generally known until a few years 
back. It is a natural concrete, requiring 
the addition of neither sand nor biiumeD. 
It only needs cooking and thoroughly m ix­ 
ing, before laying, and costs on the car at 
Santa Cruz $3 50 to $4 per ton. This con­ 
crete is not so line or so firm as the arti­ 
ficial one of the past, but is cheaper. It 
can be laid down in a more flexible state 
w ithout being sticky, and is quite as dura­ 
ble; its decay being caused by the evapora­ 
tion of the oils it contains, leaving the sur­ 
face more brittle and more susceptible to 
damage by wear. Such a concrete makes a 
better covering for a street than cement 
and stone, as it is more flexible, less noisy, 
and cleaner; though not so good a founda­ 
tion. 
Stone and cement in suitable proportions 
m ake an imperishable concrete, and if four 
to six inches thick, is capable of bearing 
any weight that can be hauled on a truck, 
if the tires of the truck wheels have the 
proper width. 
W hether the adhesiveness 
of cement is less or greater than asphaltum 
the only way it could be damaged would 
be by a greater weight upon it than it could 
bear, as water would not affect it after it 
was once dry. The economy of road- 
„ building is in the foundation, as the sur­ 
f a c e can be more easily and cheaply re­ 
partid or renewed. 
A rock and cement concrete four to six 
inches thick, laid roughly, simply ponnded 
or rolled down, will cost less than one of 
equal strength of asphaltum , and undoubt­ 
edly is more secure and durable. 
The suggestion in the article referred to, 
of putting a gravel covering over concrete, 
would never do in a town where the sym ­ 
m etry of a street is “a thing of beauty.” It 
would do in a country lane where a good 
track the width of one wagon is all that is 
required, and, being placed on the center or 
crown of the street, would soon wear down 
hard, and to that extent would be better 
than clear m ud. 
Gravel will not stay where you put it, 
unless the surface is level, and the same 
m ay be truthfully said of cobbles. 
You 
cannot roll it down on a curved surface so 
it will stay; it will crawl from the crown 
to the gutter. As the result of forty years’ 
experience in San Francisco and Oakland, 
the prevailing public sentim ent is in favor 
of stone and cement concrete base covered 
w ith Santa Cruz bitum inous rock. Oak­ 
land, however, had the advantage of hard- 
worn macadamized streets, which, to a 
great extent, took the place of the concrete 
base. One might ask why we could not 
use the stone here w ithout the cement. If 
broken stone alone was used, it would re­ 
quire a depth of eight to twelve inches and 
rolled with heavy roller, and all traffic 
kept off until completed with the bitum in­ 
ous rock. The extra quantity of stone re­ 
quired and the expense of rolling down 
would more than equal the cost of the ce­ 
m ent, and it would not be so good in m any 
respects.

E ds. Eecord-U nion: H aving read an 
article in tbe R ecord-U nion by L. L. 
Lewis, giving his idea in regaid to building 
a roadbed, I take tbe liberty to send you a 
rough sketch of the m anner in which roads 
are built in a great m any Eastern cities, 
especially the town where I was born, 
which has a population of only about three 
thousand. Said roads were built with a 
very sm all cost to the taxpayers, for the 
reason that m ost of the work was done by 
the chain-gang. 
After giving a gentle curve to the street 
by sloping from the center to the curbing, 
the next plan was lssying large pieces of 
lim estone rock quite ciose to each other 
over the entire street; then filling in with 
hard river gravel; then another layer of 
sm aller limestone, and then more gravel. 
The finish was given by covering the 
entire afreet with pulverized limestone, 
which, in the course of a few m onths, be­ 
came as sm eoth and hard as the rock itself. 
In this connection 1 will state that the 
rock for building our streets was all broken 
by the chain-gang inside the jail-yard. 
I have lived in this city for several years, 
and it seems to me to be more than welt 
supplied w ith the class of m en who consti­ 
tuted the chair.-gang in m y native town. 
W e have the railroads and plenty of granite 
in the m ountains.

State Librarian W allis has been doing a 
very neat bit of detective work. For some 
two m onths past he had been missing 
books from the State Library, but was for 
a long tim e unable to get any clue upon 
which to base suspicion upon any one in 
particular. Among the regular visitors to 
the library was a youDg m an named Elm er 
H agenbaugh. 
He seemed to be about the 
last person who would be guilty of stealing 
books, and was always seen to leave the 
library em pty-handed. 
After a 
while, 
however, Mr. W allis was forced to the be­ 
lief that he m ust be the guilty person, and 
resolved to investigate. 
H e engaged the young m an in conversa­ 
tion one day, and learned from him some 
facts about himself. H e discovered that 
Hagenbaugh's relatives had departed for 
Michigan about the tim e the books began 
to disappear, and some other things that 
he learned rather served to strengthen his 
suspicion of the youDg m an. One was 
that he had been a book agent at one period 
of his life. 
_ 
In pursuing his investigation Mr. W allis 
ascertained that quite recently Hagenbaugh 
had shipped two boxes, addressed to his 
father, in Michigan, and further ascertained 
that the car in which they had been shipped 
had Dot yet left the city, owing to the snow 
blockade on the m ountains. Accordingly, 
he procured a search w arrant and had the 
car opened, and sure enough there were 
the boxes. They were found to contain 
about $150 worth of State Library books, 
some $25 worth of City Free Library books 
and a num ber of volumes belonging to the 
Odd Fellows’ Library in San Francisco. 
Among the State Library books found 
was a complete set of Chambers’ Encyclo­ 
pedia. A few of the books had their title 
pages cut out, and all had been relieved of 
their labels. 
B ut in cataloguing the books 
in the State Library each had been given a 
certain private m ark, and by these marks 
Mr. W allis wa3 able to identify the vol­ 
umes without difficulty. 
The City Library folks had not yet dis­ 
covered the less of their books until in ­ 
formed by Mr. W allis. 
The next thing to do was to find H agen­ 
baugh himself, but it was discovered day 
before yesterday that the book operator 
had tied the city. 
Librarian W allis did 
not, however, give 
up the hunt, and 
learned during the day that letters ad­ 
dressed to him had been m ailed for Los 
Gatos, Santa Clara county. 
Mr. W allis 
then sought the services of Chief of Police 
Lee, who telegraphed to the officers there 
to ascertain whether or not Hagenbaugh 
was in that locality. 
Receiving an affirm­ 
ative reply, a w arrant for his arrest was 
telegraphed, and yesterday Mr. W allis was 
informed that the youth was in the Santa 
Clara County Jail. 
An officer will be sent 
after him to-day. 
Among other facts discovered by Mr. 
W allis was one that showed how H agen­ 
baugh had managed to conduct his opera­ 
tions so sm oothly as to avoid detection. 
He wore a loose-fitting overcoat provided 
w ith capacious inside pockets, like the 
game-bag of a hunter’s coat, into which, 
Mr. W allis says, the books were slipped 
one at a time. 


TERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


In q u e s t In th e M a tte r o f th e D e a th o f 
W illia m F . H u n to u n . 
Coroner Clark held an inquest last even­ 
ing in tbe case of W illiam F. H untoon, 
who com m itted suicide W ednesday even­ 
ing by shooting him self through the heart. 
Only three witnesses were exam ined: J. 
L. H untoon, the deceased's father; W m. 
Zoller and George B. Dean. 
Mr. H untoon, Sr., was called upon sim ­ 
ply to formally identify the rem ains of his 
son. 
W illiam Zoller testified that he was with 
the deceased Wednesday, between 4 and 5 
o’clock, in Bellm er’s store, on the north­ 
east corner of Eighth and M streets. 
“He 
came in about 4 o’clock,” said the witness. 
“Mr. Dean and m yself had just finished a 
conversation when the deceased came in 
from the back room of the grocery store. 
H e had his bands in his pants pockets. 
H e was looking at Mr. Bellmer. 
He 
pulled his hands from bis pockets and 
brought them together. I thought he had 
a knife and was going to open it. Then 
the first I knew I heard him cock a pistol, 
and w ithout saying a word he put the 
pistol to his left breast and fired. This 
happened in the front part of the store, 
and he was facing M street. After firing 
the shot he staggered forward, and if it had 
not been tor Mr. Dean he would have fallen 
against the glass in the M-street door. I 
left immediately, but saw them carrying 
him on a stretcher to his home.” 
George B. Dean testified: ‘T knew Mr. 
H untoon by sight only. 
I saw him W ed­ 
nesday at Bellm er’s store, about 4:20 p. m . 
I saw nothiDg wrong about him . 
Mr. 
Bellmer, Mr. Fuller, Bellm er’s clerk, and 
myself were in the grocery when the de­ 
ceased came in from the back room. He 
did not speak to any one, and was in the 
store at least ten minutes. 
He stood for at 
least five m inutes near the door to the sa­ 
loon, looking at Mr. Bellmer. 
H e then 
came forward to the front of the store, 
nearly to the southeast corner. 
He then 
stood looking again at Mr. Bellmer, who 
was standing at his desk writing, his hack 
being to the deceased. 
After standing 
there he took both hands out of bis pock­ 
ets, brought them forward in froDt of his 
body, and then threw his right hand over 
against his left breaBt and shot himself. 
I was standing about four feet from him . 
I did not see the pistol until after he shot 
himself. H is 
hands 
dropped 
to 
his 
sides, 
and 
the 
pistol 
fell 
to 
the 
floor. H e then stepped back and said: 
‘I’m gone, boys.’ 
Perhaps at this time 
he was ten feet from the M-street door. 
H e then stepped forward about four feet 
and backed up again. He then rushed for­ 
ward as though be was going out doors. 
I caught him and turned him around. 
He 
carried me up against the door, and then 
sank to the floor. H e was alive when we 
put him on the stretcher to carry him 
home. 
H e lived about fifteen or twenty 
minutes, I think. 
I do not think he was 
intoxicated when I saw him .” 
The jury found “that W illiam Frederick 
Huntoon, a native of Sacramento Cal., 
aged 33 years, 10 m onths and 4 days, came 
to his death from a pistol-shot wound in 
the left breast, inflicted by himself with 
suicidal intent, while laboring under a tem ­ 
porary attack of m ental aberration.”

canDot even lay claim to that.

beware.” On the contrary he would have 
purchased his ticket and got aboard of the 
cars just the same as the other passengers 
did who were subsequently held in the 
snow banks that piled up with unprece­ 
dented rapidity. Mr. De Young did not 
know that the Sierras were going to witness 
the greatest snowfall that any white man 
had ever seen.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


I S T H E HOUSE. 
Washington-. January S’ith.—In the House the 
galleries were crowded to their utmost capacity 
long before noon to-day by spectators anticipat­ 
ing a resumption of the contest ot yesterday. Nor 
were they disappointed, for as the Clerk read 
the journal in the usual manner, omitting the 
detailed vote by yeas and nays on tne question 
of the consideration of a contested election case, 
Breckeuridge rose and demanded the reading 
of the full vote. 
After a moment's hesitation the Speaker di­ 
rected this to be done. This having been com­ 
pleted Breckcnridge demanded the reading of 
the names of those not voting, and the Speaker 
ordered this done. 
Then Springer demanded the reading in lull 
of the statement o! Eeed, giving the ground for 
his rilling of yesterday, and the Clerk proceeded 
to read nceo di-gly. 
The reading ot the journal having been com­ 
pleted, McKinley moved that the journal ire ap­ 
proved, and upon that motion demanded the 
previous question. 
Blanchard cf Louisiana was immediately on 
his leet, rising to a question of personal privi­ 
lege relating to the journal, but tu i Speaker de­ 
clined to recognize nim on the ground that a 
demand for the previous question was pending. 
Springer moved an adjournment and de­ 
m anded the yeas and nays. While the vote was 
being taken on ordering them, Springer stated 
that his object was to aliow the Committee on 
Rules to prepare a set a rules. 
One hundred aud twenty-four members rose 
to demand the yeas and nays. The Speaker de 
clared this to"be a sufficient number, aud di­ 
rected the Clerk to call the roll. 
Bland of Missouri moved 10 reconsider the 
vote by which the yeas and nays were ordered. 
But tie Speaker declined lo recognise him. 
whereupon Bland shouted, amid much confu- 
slo n : 
, 
_ 
'■You are not a tyrant to rule over the House 
in any such way. and 1 denounce 
’ the re­ 
m ainder of the sentence was drowned in an 
uproar 
The roll was then called and the mo­ 
tion defeated—yeas, 142. uavs, 1C). 
The question then recurred on the demand 
fir the previous question on the approval of 
the journal, as the yeas and nays having been 
ordered, the order “don’t vote’’ was passed 
around the Democratic side of the Chamber and 
studiously obeyed. 
Before the vote was announced the Speaker 
dlrec ed the Clerk to record the names of twenty 
members 
whom 
he enumerated as presen', 
and ihe Speaker m en announced the vote to 
stand—yeas 16), nays 1. and ad d e i: “ Which 
in addition to ihe gentlemen present constitutes 
a quorum, and the previous question is ordered.” 
ib is brought forth a storm of applause from 
the Republican side. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois 
made the point order taut no quorum had 
voted aud said if the Speaker so decided he 
would take au appeal. 
The Sptaker said: “And the Chair declines 
to entertain the appeal of the gentleman from 
Illinois." [Applause on the Republican side 
aud hisses liom the Democrats.] 
Then, amid wild cheering on ihe Democratic 
side, Mr. Breekenridge of Kentucky rushed 
down the aisle, and standing in front of the 
Speaker, exclaimed: 
"Brora that we appeal. 
There is no appeal 
pending. There was au appeal yesterday, but 
this is a different appeal, because the Speaker 
is assuming that the House will sustain his de 
cisión of yesterday and so is carrying by his 
own vote to-day the decision he has made." 
The journal was declared to stand approved, 
and after another storm, occasioned by Mr. 
Springer’s persistent efforts, which in the end 
proved successful, to address the Chair, the 
House became quiet aud the floor was accorded 
to Mr. McKinley, who spoke upon the appeal 
taken yesterday and supported the Speaker's 
decision. 
McKin'.ev contended that the Speaker had a 
right to proceed to note that thirty or thirty-five 
members wno had refused to vote on ioil-cali 
were present in their seats. When gentlemen 
sit in their seats and refuse to perlorin their 
public duty, tbey are repudiating a great public 
trust. 
Carlisle, as Speaker, had repeatedly 
signed bills and resolutions which never re­ 
ceived a constitutional majority. He had done 
it over and over again, aud done it, too, when 
the public reco-d of the House, announced by 
himself, showed less than a majority of the 
House had voted. 
Th 3 action of the Democrats yesterday had 
never been dreamed of by the fathers of the 
Constitution. Tbey ntver dreamed of suilen 
silence as a statesmanlike way of destroying a 
quorum. He was not saying the Democrats 
were doing differently from w hat the Republi­ 
can party had done lor years, but no mujority 
ever carried on filibustering that it was not 
afterward ashamed of ihe whole proceeding. 
If the gentlemen on the other side were going 
to have a revolution, let them have it in a 
proper way and get out cf the House. [Ap­ 
plause on the Republican side. I They had no 
business to turn upon ihe Republicans who 
were here and ready to do business and call 
them revolutionists. The gentlemen on the 
other side wanted to perpetuate a fiction which 
declared that although the members were pres­ 
ent in their seals, they' should be held lo be 
constructively absent. It was time to stop this 
legal fiction. Let members be honest. Let them 
defeat a bill in a const tutional way, by debate, 
by amendment, by a yea and nay vote expres 
sive of their judgment. 
The positiou of ihe gentlemen on the other 
side meant they would either ruiu or rule, 
though thev were in the minority, but the Re­ 
publicans insist that while they were in the 
majority the otne - side should do neither. 
[Applause on Ihe Republican side 1 
We settled ore question at a great cost, that a 
minority could not run this country, 
[ap- 
p'ause], and we intend to settle, if we can, in 
the broad light of public opiniou, and in the 
presence of sixty millions oi people whether a 
constitution'll majority of tills House shall do 
the business of the House. [Applaose.i 
Turner ot Georgia, controverted the power of 
the Speaker to have the names entered on the 
Journal. 
Butterworih of Ohio, said it had been argued 
that it was for the member to answer to him ­ 
self and his constituents alone, whether he 
would vote and discharge his duty here or not. 
He utterly denied the soundness of the proposi­ 
tion. That would have done when it was held 
ihnt members were Embassadors from States, 
but it would not do in January, 1890. He was 
here to legislate for the whole country, and the 
country had a right to exact of him that he be in 
his place and perform his duty. 
The right ot 
the minority, which our fathers provided for, 
was the right to amend. 
They wished to pre­
